Denouncing at the outset the 
“propaganda” which he charged to 
opponents of the bill, Senator Cara- 
way declared that only gamblers were. 
profiting by. the ability to speculate 
in future markets, Senator Ransdell | 
contended that a large portion of the | 
dealing in futures was legitimate and 
asserted that there is no other method

of handling sales of cotton and grain | 
except by future markets. | 

“This bill,” Ransdell said, “would 
completely destroy those markets and 
would offer nothing in lieu thereof. 

“If there be evils in the present |

method,” he asked, “would it not be | 
wise to suggest methods of relief? | 
Why disrupt business?” | 

The farmer, he said, “has no other | 
assurance” of sales except on future 
contracts. 

The Caraway bill specifically would 
make it unlawful for any person, cor- 
poration, partnership, joint stock com- 
pany, society or association to send 
any message, either by telephone, tele 
graph, mail or otherwise, offering to 
make a contract for the purchase or 
sale or delivery of cotton or grain 
without intending that it should ac- 
tually be delivered or received. 

The measure would impose a fine of | 
not more than $10,000 or less than 
£1,000 or imprisonment for not more | 
than six months nor. less than one | 
month for violations.

SEPARATE STATE 
AFTER 59 YEARS 


Italy Signs Agreement 
Pledging Reparations 
and Restoring Temporal 
Power of Pope. 


Rome, February 11.—(#)—After | 
more than half a century of estrange- 
ment, peace was formally established 
today between the holy see and the 
Italian government, marking one of 
the most momentous chapters in the 
modern history of the church and 
state. 

Representing the vatican and the 
Italian goverment, respectively, 
Cardinal Gasparri, famous papal sec- 
retary f state, and Premier Musso- | 
lini, creator of the fascist state in, 
Italy, placed their signatures upon 
two historical documents, one a treaty 
solving and eliminating the “Roman 
question” which has’ existed ever 
since the loss of temporal power in 
1870 and the second a concordat de- 
signed to regulate the relations.of the 
church and state in Italy. 

Independence of Pontiff. 

The first “treaty” recognizes the 
absoluge independence and sovereign- 
tv of the pontiff, at the same time 
slightly rectifying the boundaries of 
the vatican without any great in- 
crease in its actual area. The con- 


cordat, regarded in some quarters as 
of even greater importance, concerns 
the relations between Italy and the 
holy see. It provides for the! accept- 
ance of canon law by the state, thus 
introducing the church attitude on 
such questions as marfiage and di- 
vorce into the civil code. 

The agreement also provides for an 
indemnity which the‘ Italian govern- 
ment will pay the vatican. At first 
the indemnity was placed at 2,000.- 
(00,000 “re (about $105,000,000) but 
this was reduced to 1,750,000,000 lire, 
of which 750,000,000 (about $39,- 
375,000) will be paid in cash and the 
remainder in government bonds. The 
total amount is about $87,500,000. 

The signing of thé documents took 
place in the famous council] hall of 
the Lateran palace. it was the first 
time that Premier Mussolini had ever 
entered the historic structure and he 
was plainly interested in the various 
works of art that adorned it. He and 
Cardinal Gasparri, who arrived at the 
palace about half an hour apart, grect- 
ed each other warmly and exchanged a 
few compliments on the occasion. 

There was an crowd of many thou- 
sands outside in the great square, 
but there was a light rain falling and 
there was no great excitement. Stu- 
dents in the various colleges and nu- 
merous priests were in the crowd and 
_ police had comparatively little to 
ao, 


Pope Speaks of Treaty. 

Pope Pius, referring to today’s 
signing of the agreement with Italy 
in moving fashion, said that it assured 
to him “real, proper and absolute sov- 
ereignty which was evidently due 
to him who, for divine reasons and 
by divine mandate, cannot be the sub- 
ject of any temporal power.” 
| The pontiff made his remarks when 
receiving the i:enten preachers of the 
Roman diocese and the parish priests 
of the city for their annual audience 
prior to Ash Wednesday. Amidst the 
applause of the ecclesiastics, he refer- 
red to the Lateran palace as his “own 
rectory.” 

The pope warned his hearers against 
some criticisms already manifested in 
Italy and abroad, but said that the 
Lenten preachers need not bother to 
| Tefute them from their pulpits. In 
fact, he said, doubts and criticisms 
ileft him most tranquil; criticisms di- 
rected against himself because he sole- 
ily was responsible for what had tran- 
| spired and what was coming.

IS MADE PUBLIC.

Americus, Ga., February 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In spite of a suicide verdict 
returned by a Sumter county coro-) 
ner’s jury in connection with the 
death of Osear Grantham, who was | 
fatally shot while im bed with his| 
wife, last Friday night, the widow. 
Mrs. Idell Grantham, 35, was arrested 
this afternoon by Sheriff W. P. Me- 
Arthur and lodged in the Sumter 
county jail, charged with murder. 

Arrested in Cordele. 


The woman was taken into custody 
at Cordele while motoring north with} 
her sister, Mrs. Bell Coplan, who had | 
been a guest at the Grantham home | 
here. 

Mrs. Coplan was also. taken in cus- | 
tody and lodged in jail as a material | 
witness. She was in the Grantham | 
home when the lumber mill worker | 
was shot. The two children of the | 
widow also were brought here and 
placed in jail. 

Verdict Returned. 

A coroner's jury last Saturday re- 
turned a verdict of suieide, and the 
case was closed until county authori- 
ties reopened it yesterday. County 
Physician E. B. Anderson performed 
an autopsy, and tonight told The As- 
sociated Press that he believed it “pes- 
sible but not probable” that Grantham 
fired the bullet which was found in his 
brain. It had entered an inch and a 
half above the right ear, the doctor 
said, and added there were no powder 
burns, 

The physician made his report to- 
day, and officers here ordered Mrs. 
Grantham and. her sister detained at 
Cordele. They were believed en route 
to a visit with their parents at War- |

Not In Room. 

The sister said she was not in the 
room where the fatal shot was fired. | 
but that she believed Grantham killed | 
himself, Sheriff J. W. MeArthur said | 
tonight. | 

Sheriff McArthur said the Gran- | 
thams had been in domestic difficulties ' 
prior to the shooting. | 

The arrest was made, Sumter coun- : 
ty officials explained, at the instiga-| 
tion of members of Mr. Grantham’s 
family who demanded further inves- 
tigation. 

Mrs. Grantham was in a hysterical 
condition when lodged in jail. Declar- 
ing she is innocent, she said, “. . . . | 
they seem to think I had something 
to do with the death of my poor dead 
darling.” She burst into tears when 
questioned by newspapermen and was 
unable to make any further statement.

REPARATION BODY 
OPENSCONFERENGE 
ON GERMAN DEBTS 


Owen Young, American, 
Presides; Morgan States 
Purpose of U.S. Is Mere- 
ly Advisory. 


Paris, February 11.—(4)—The 
new commission of reparations ex- 
perts got away to a business-like start 
today. It elected Owen D. Young, of 
the United States, chairman, decided 
to hold two meetings daily hereafter 
and sent a telegram to General 
Charles G. Dawes hoping that it 
would be “able to accomplish some- 
thing as useful as did the Dawes com- 
mittee.” 

The new body already has been 
dubbed the “Young Committee.” Its 
task id to finish the work started five 


years ago by General Dawes, Mr. 
Young and their colleagues, through 
formulation. of a plan for final rep- 
aration payment by Germany to her 
former enemies of the world war. This 
plan, it is expected, will include a 
new total for Germany to pay and 
perhaps a new determination on the 
number of years over which the in- 
stallments are to be spread. 

Although the delegates were not 
supposed to talk about what happened 
at the meeting, it was learned that the 
word “debts” was not mentioned in 
the exchange of views that marke 
today’s session. There seemed to be a 
complete understanding among the ex- 
perts that the discussion was not to 
be broadened to such an extent that 
it would involve the ability of France 
and other debtor nations to reimburse 
Great Britain and the United States 
if the German reparations totals were 
reduced, 

One of the first decisions of the 
commission was to do away with every 
possible formality so as to expedite 
business. The experts intend to fin- 
ish their work before April 1. Tend- 
ing toward that. object, they decided 
that no secretary.should be named, but 
that Fred Bate, secretary to Mr. 
Young, should be called on for such 
services as a commission secretary 
might rendér. ‘ se, a 

Then the committee decided that no 
minutes should be taken of discus- 
sions. and that no records should be 
made, except of decisions. This clear- 
ing of the routine procedure enabled 
the delegates not only to organize, but 
to get through the first exchange of 
views in their initial business session 
of two and one-half hours. 

The Japanese delegates set an ex- 
ample of promptness by arriving at 
the Hotel George V, where the com- 
mittee met, promptly at 2 p. m., the 
hour set. J. P. Morgan, of the United 
States, was less than a minute behind 
them and the others came in on the 
heels of the first anprivals. 

There were a few minutes of de- 
lay to allow newspaper photographers 
and operators of news reel cameras 
to register the event for posterity. 
| Everybody appeared ready to be gra- 
/cious even to the cameramen, but the 

intense light of the caleiums proved 
too much for Mr. Morgan and he left 
his seat for & minute or two to rest 
his eyes before the photographers fin- 
ished. 

Then the room was cleared, Emile 

Moreau, governor of the Bank of 
France, called the meeting to order 
and at once proposed Mr. Young for 
permanent chairman, but without mak- 
ing any extended remarks. This nomi- 
nation was approved unanimously, the 
| formalities in respect to the secretary- 
ship and fixing of the daily sessions 
at 11 p. m. and 3 p. m. were disposed 
of and then the delegates expressed 
themselves on the subject before 
| them. 
Just what was said was kept a close 
secret and probably will remain so 
until the committee has reached some 
| decision. 

M. Moreau led off with a statement 
on the French position. Mr. Morgan 
made a short talk on the American 
viewpoint and Dr. Hijalmar Schacht.

Gravediggers Use Dynam te 
To Blast Ground for 
Frozen Victims. 


London, February 11.—(United 
News.)—Europe felt the fury of bliz- 
zards: tonight, adding greatly to the 
suffering in a dozen countries which 
have been mantled by deep snow and 
ice for the last week. 

Scores of deaths were reported in 
a great area from the British Isles 
to the Bosphorus and from Russia 
throughout the central Curopean 
countries, due both to the cold and in- 
fluenza epidemics. The entire conti- 
nent reverted to a literal “ice age.” 
Gravediggers in Silesia were forced 
to use dynamite as the coldest weath- 


er since 1590 was reported. Polish 
cities reported that the ground was 
frozen several yards deep and no 
graves could be dug. Eleven deaths 
were reported from Warsaw, with bit- 
terest cold in 100 years. Trains were 
blockaded throughout Central Europe 
and communication lines were broken | 
down in many places. 

The cold gales swept England early 
tonight, bringing the most _ severe

Gasoline Combine Charged. 


H. D. Knower, president of the 
Birmingham concern, and Paul Car- 
penter, his attorney, charged that an 
alleged combine operating in Atlanta 
is opposing establishment of the sta- 
tion because of the keen competition 
in the trade, and because the company | 
“will be able to sell gasoline at least | 
two cents a gallon cheaper than the 
current market: price.” 

Wiley L. Moore, president of the 
Wofford Oil Company of Georgia; and 
G.. Everett Millican, representing the 
Gulf Refining company, declared that 
granting of such a permission would 
constitute a fire hazard and would 
not be for the best interests of the 
citizens of Atlanta. 

They declared that major local oil 
concerns have investments of more 
than $5,000,000 and that they employ 
more than 5,000 persons. This was 
made in answer to the charge that 
competitive companies are opposing 
establishment of the concern. ' 

Fire Chances Slight.

IDENTIFY MERRITT 


IN ATTACK GASES 


Alleged ‘Fiend’ and Friend 

Said To Have Taken 
Part’in Attempted As- 
sault in Inman Park. 


MERRITT IS SILENT 
DESPITE GRILLING 


Police Claim They Have 
Evidence That He Was 
Marauder Who Last Fall 
Terrorized South Side. 


Tightening their chain of evidence 
linking Alvin E. Merritt, 25-year-old 
factory clerk, with the long series of 
daring _robberies and assaults on 
women on the north side, police Mon- 
day also began to weave a net about 
J. C. Hamilton, 31, Merritt’s friend 
and alleged co-worker in addition to 
obtaining what they considered pos- 
itive evidence pointing to Merritt as 
the marauder who early last sum- 
mer and in the fall terrorized the 
south side through a series of simi- 
lar crimes. 

These developments coupled with 
the announcement by the police that 
the entire matter would be laid be- 
fore ‘the grand jury and indictments 
asked within ten days featured a day 
of excitement at police headquarters 
in which a number of women viewed 


Merritt and Hamilton, some making 
positive identification and others re- 
porting themselves “not so sure” that 
either of the prisoners held them up, 
attacked or attempted to attack them. 


17 Identify Merritt. 


Three women during the day identi- 
fied. Merritt as their attacker, bring- 
ing the total of positive identifica- 
tions te 17, the police announced Mon- 
day night. Despite these identifica- 
tions, admissions that a lost hat, torn 
and dirty suit and the fact that goods 
stolen from the women who identified 
him were found in his 1000 Green- 
wood avenue apartment, Merritt's de- 
termination to remain silent held firm 
during an all-day grilling at the hands 
of Lieutenant T. O. Sturdivant, Guy 
Lindsey, veteran detective, and Spe- 
cial Plainclothesmen F. C. Foster and 
W. R. Harmon. 

Two women identified Hamilton as 
the man who robbed them and a third 
pointed him out as the man who at- 
tempted to attack her in Inman Park 
last December after a man, identified 
as Merritt, had beaten and attempted 
to attack her girl friend and all the 
men in the park had started in pur- 
suit of him. Hamilton, who lives at 
1029 Williams Mill road, was arrested 
Saturday night at Merritt’s apart- 
ment when he was found there when 
the police arrived to take Merritt intuv 
custody.

“We have evidence linking Hamil- 
ton with some of Merritt's crimes,”

One of the most picturesque figures 
to loom up in boxing for many years 
was Luis Firpo, the Argentinian. 
There was much discussion and a big 
division of opinion whether he was a 
real fighter with championshif) possi- 
bilities, or merely a spectacular flash 
in the pan. 

Nature gave Firpo the build and 
constitution of a giant. I don’t think 
there was any doubt about Firpo being 
level-headed. There certainly can be 
no question that he was game. 

Damon Runyon, the sports writer, 
dubbed this giant South American 
“The Wild Bull of the Pampas.” As 
a matter of fact, Firpo is a city-raised 
fellow, and I doubt if he knows much 
about the Pampas. Just the same, it 
was a wonderful name. It added all 
the more to the picturesqueness of the 
It helped to make him a 
drawing card, 


Attracts Attention. 


Firpo, by the way, was a good illus- 
tration of the fighter who always at- 
tracts attention whether he be a real- 
ly great fighter or not. Long before 
the big fellow had developed enough 
ability to compel a fight with the 
champion the public was growing more 
and more anxious to see him. Anyone 
reading the newspapers and listening 
to the comment of boxing fans could 
sense that. The international flavor 
was always a big factor in his drawing 
ability. 

From the promoter’s point of view, 
Firpo was the richest-looking prospect 
in the field at the time. I was de 
termined to invest in him for big 
profits sooner or later. The time ar- 
rived sooner than I expected. 

There has been much said and writ- 
ten about the “build-up” for Firpo— 
that is, the gradual talking up of a 
fight to get the public interested. 
There was nothing particularly bril- 
liant or skilful in building up interest 
in the big South American. He built 
up himself by his ability to attract 
attention. 


Must Earn Reputation. 


Incidentally, I have never known 
anybody to have a reputation without 
having done something to earn it. A 
man may live long on an established 
reputation, but he must have done 
something to get that reputation in 
the begirining. The thousands of men 
who have tried all their lives to get a 
reputation only to meet with failure 
can appreciate this. 

When we first heard the rumbles of 
the giant Argentinian we thought it 
just another one of those things, as 
they say in boxing vernacular. But 
the rumbles persisted. When the giant 
finally showed up, everybody was 
talking about him. Some attempted to 
treat it as a josh. Just the same, the 
fans wanted to see him. 

To feel the situation out, we put 
Firpo through preliminaries. As usual, 
these wound up eventually in a bout 
with Bill Brennan, famous trial horse. 
I wonder if boxing fans ever stopped 
to think how valuable to the game is a 
man like Brennan. Just short of ‘a 
champion himself, Brennan was right 
to put the stamp on somebody else. 
Any man who could beat Bill Brennan 
was pretty good. 


Fight Is Arranged. 


We arranged a fight between Firpo 
and Brennan at Madison Square Gar- 
den March 12. That opened the eyes 
of the doubters. The betting was 3 
to 1 against Firpo, and I have heard 
Brennan himself bet $1,500. The Ar- 
gentinian got quite a razz at the start 
that night, but when the fight was 
over thousands went away predicting 
that he would be the next contender 
for Dempsey's crown. 

In the fourth round Brennan land- 
ed a vicious right on Firpo, and then 
butted bim over the eye. That bother- 
ed the big fellow and he was a pitiful 
sight starting the fifth round. This 
happening had aroused a slumbering 
giant, as Brennan was soon to know. 
“The Wild Bull of the Pampas” began 
to roar. Still, Brennan, the skilful old 
war horse, looked like a winner up to 
the twelfth round. Then something 
happened. 

Firpo rushed from his corner and 
fairly smothered Bill with an attack. 
Brennan could hardly get his arms up 
to ward off the assault. Finally Firpo 
landed a right on his jaw. As Bren- 
nan ducked Firpo cracked him behind 
the ear with the rabbit punch, knock- 
ing him eold. Oddly enough, this was 
exactly the same punch, delivered in 
the same round, that Dempsey had 
used to knock out Brennan. 

Firpo was now a drawing card. 
How big a figure he became in the 
fight world every fan knows.

OKLAHOMA HOUSE WINS 


EARLY JOHNSON’ BOUT 


Body Plunges Into Impeach- 
ment Case Without Cere- 
mony. 


Oklahoma City, Okla., February 11. 
(/)—Plunging without ceremony into 
its major contention—that Henry 8. 
Johnston is not competent to remain 
as governor of Oklahoma—the house 
of representatives board of managers 
today won three legal skirmishes in its 
prosecution of Johnston before the 
senate impeachment court. 

Johnston's trial on eleven articles of 
impeachment preferred by the house 
opened this morning before the sen- 
ate court. By consent, the board of 
managers began \presentation of evi- 
dence on all charges with that of in- 
competence uppermost. The charges 
will be voted upon separately when | 
all evidence has been taken. 

Without avail, counsel for the sus- 
pended governor objected on three 
occasions to the trend of questioning 
on grounds that it was immaterial to 
the charge. Charles W. Mason, chief 
justice of the supreme court, who is 
presiding over the trial, overruled the 
first objection and the senate voted 
down two others in succeeding roll 
calls, 

Pardon Draws Fire. 

Testimony centered about the par- 
doning last December of R. D. Cross- 
thwaite, convicted murderer and fugi- 
tive from justice. Johnston's attor- 
neys objected to testimony relating 
to Crossthwaite’s slaying of Theima 
Lovejoy, young Oklahoma City school 
teacher, in 1918, and stories of her 
brother's and father’s protests after 
they had learned the pardon, on the 
ground that it was not pertinent to 
the charge and was prejudicial. 

Testimony along that line was aban- 
doned after Thomas W. Owen, of the 
governor’s counsel, said he would ad- 
mit any of the prosecution contentions 
as to the pardon except that it was 
corruptly and unlawfully issued. Owen 
said that H. KE. Sullivan, private 
secretary to Johnston, had misled the 
governor in the case.
